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C7nod  Friday, — The  next  before  Easter,  in  memory  of  the  sufferings 
a,nd  death  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  called  g-ood  by  way  of  ciuincnce,  because 
of  the  blessed  effects  of  our  Saviour's  suflcrin;j:;y,  v.hich  were  a  propiti- 
atory and  expiating  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  the  world. 

Easter  Sundixu ,— Observed  in  memory  of  our  Saviour's  resurrection  ; 
the  observation  of  this  festival  is  as  ancient  as  the  very  time  of  the  Apos- 
tles. 

JiO'^adnn  JFcek,— The  week  immediately  preceding  AVhltsunday,  so 
^  called,  from  the  three  fusts  therein  on  PJonday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednes- 
day which  are  called  rogation  days,  from  the  extraordinary  p'-ayers  and 
supplications  ofiered  to  (Jod  by  devout  christ:  •;,  to  deprecate  his 
judgments. 

Ascension  Day,—\  festival  had  ten  days  before  "Whitsunday,  iw  me- 
mory of  our  Saviour';?  ascension  into  heaven  after  his  resurrection,  com 
'  monly  called  Holy  Tiun-sday. 

W  hi  I  Sunday,  or  Pcnticosl — A  solemn  festival  observed  on  the  50th 
day  after  Easter  in  memory  of  the  descent  of  the  Holy  Chost  upon  the 
ApostleSj  and  of  those  miraculous  powers  which  vvcre  then  conferred  on 
them 

Trinily  S\t7iday — a  festival  observed  on  the  Sunday  next  after  Whit- 
sunday, in  honor  of  the  holy  and  undivided  Trinity. 

Assumplion—A  festival  observed  by  the  liomiidi  Ciiurch  in  honor  of 
the  miraculous  ascent  of  the  Vir<^in  Mary's  body  and  soul  into  heaven. 
,////  Saints— \  festival  obscived  Nov.  1st,  in  comi:iemoration  of  all  the 
faithful  decca^^ed. 

Advent  Sim  Uiy — They  are  in  number  four,  tlio  first  of  which  if  it  fall 
not  on  St  Andrews  day,  Nov.  80th,  is  the  next  Sunday  after  it.  It  sig- 
nifies the  approach  or  coming  on  of  the  feast  of  the  nativity. 
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Dr.  Adam  Clarke  has  lately  communicated  to  the  public  some  mete- 
orological observations,  in  which  he  remarks  :  "•  From  my  earliest  child- 
hoodi  was  bred  upon  a  little  farm,  and  as  I  found  that  much  of  our 
success  depended  on  a  proper  knowledge  and  management  of  the  wea- 
ther, I  was  led  to  study  it  ever  since  I  was  8  years  of  age."  In  this 
science  he  states  that  he  has  attained  extraordinary  success  as  the  result 
of  which  he  advocates  the  weather  table  attributed  to  Dr.  Jlerschel,  but 
which  the  son  of  fhat  gentleman  has  recently  disclaimed  on  the  part  of 
his  late  father.  Dr.  C  larke  says  that  the  accuracy  of  this  table  is  truly 
amazing  :  and  that  if  Dr.  llcrschel  had  lived  for  no  ether  purpose  than 
to  construct  it,  posterity  v.'ould  have  reason  to  bless  bis  memory.
